Board eyes February 7 opening 
date for new elementary school

School officials recently announced 
the new Morgan Central Elementary 
School under construction on Highway 
460 at Greear is tentatively scheduled to 
open for classes on Feb. 7, 2007. 

Superintendent of Schools Joe Dan 
Gold said the school, which will cost 
approximately $10 million, will contain 
over 50,000 sq. ft. and initially house ap- 



proximately 360-375 students. 

“These students will come from Can- 
nel City and West Liberty elementary 
schools,” Gold said. “All 110 Cannel 
City students will be at the new school, 
along with approximately 250 West 
Liberty Elementary students.” 

Gold said the remaining WLES stu- 
dents will stay in the current building 
with all 133 Wrigley Elementary School 



students, who will be moved to WLES 
after Wrigley Elementary School closes. 

“The WLES building will not be 
overcrowded anymore after the new 
school opens,” Gold said. “We also will 
not have to use all of the trailers - the 
students will fit inside the building now.” 
According to construction plans,

The tap-on fee is $590 and Collett 
said, “We will work with individuals if 
they need to pay the fee in increments.”

New bldg, and No Child 
Left Behind board topics

The Morgan County Board of Edu- 
cation discussed plans for the new Mor- 
gan Central Elementary School at its 
regular meeting Monday evening. 

Superintendent of Schools Joe Dan 
Gold said board members looked at pos- 
sible color schemes for the school’s in- 
terior, and heard a construction update. 

“We are slightly behind schedule on 
construction,” Gold said. “We are hop- 
ing to play catch up, however. The con- 
tractor is currently putting the roof on 
the building, which will help greatly.” 

Gold also said pay applications for 
the new school were approved, with the 
architect authorizing contractor 
Frederick & May’s expenses. 

In other business, board members 
heard an update on the No Child Left 
Behind act. 

“We are in the preliminary stages of 
this program,” Gold said. “The school 
district is required to send letters to par- 
ents notifying them of transfer options. 
The high school and middle scool, which 
did not meet the required 100% of their 
goals must also redo their improvement 



plans, as well as the school district. We 
will do this when we receive CATS test 
scores later this year.” 

Members also considered creating a 
new Family Connections/Family Re- 
source Center position. 

“There was a similar position in the 
past funded by Morehead State 
University’s AmeriCorps program,” 
Gold said. “This time we want to hire 
someone in our own school system. The 
job would consist of teaching character 
education, drug education, etc., at West 
Liberty, Ezel and Cannel City elemen- 
tary schools.” 

Gold said the board also approved a 
uniform school day for teachers. 

“The official uniform school day for 
teachers will be from 7:45 a.m. to 3 
p.m.,” Gold said. “These hours also ap- 
ply to other certified employees.” 

The board is currently negotiating a 
contract for teachers to attend Williams 
Karate Studio through the Healthy 
Lifestyles initiative. 

“We have participated in this pro- 
gram for the past three years,” Gold said.

Lien investors 
have avoided 
Morgan so far 

Officials say reasons are low 
delinquency rate, location, 
good tax collection efforts 

Lax tax collection in many East- 
ern Kentucky counties combined 
with low interest rates and recent 
laws passed by the state legislature 
have made the purchase of unpaid 
property taxes an attractive field for 
private investors. 

As noted in informative articles 
recently by reporter Lee Mueller in 
The Lexington Herald-Leader, a New 
York company recently bought 300 
delinquent Johnson County tax bills 
worth over $300,000. The same has 
occurred in other nearby counties, 
including Rowan County, Martin, 
Floyd, and Pike, and in fact is occur- 
ring across the country, observers 
say. 

A property owner’s delinquent tax 
bill may be purchased by anyone and 
becomes a lien against the property. 
Many delinquent tax bills are pur- 
chased by the county. To retain clear 
title to his property, the delinquent 
taxpayer has one year to pay the back 
taxes owed to the county as well as 
pay off the tax lien at an interest rate 
of 12% per annum plus any legal fees 
incurred by the lien purchaser. If the 
tax bill is unpaid after one year, the 
county can leagally put the property 
up for sale, though in practice, county 
officials say, few ever are and other 
methods are employed to try and col- 
lect the bills. 

Investment companies are another 
story. 

Because of a state law enacted in 
1998, private investors who purchase 
tax liens can legally hold them for 
up to 10 yearsbefore petitioning the 
court to have the property sold. When 
it is sold, the investor gets back his

County signs off on plan 
for MSU to take over 
Tech Center from UK 



Court gives green light 
to bridge projects, bid 
process to start Aug. 29

At its regular meeting on Wednesday, 
Aug. 9, the Morgan County Fiscal Court 
entered into a memorandum of agree- 
ment for Morehead State University to 
take over operations at the University of 
Kentucky Regional Technology Center 
next year. 

“MSU wants to take over the opera- 
tion agreement for the technology cen- 
ter,” said Judge Executive Tim Conley. 
“MSU is partially taking over operations 
this year, and will fully take over in July 
2007.” 

Conley said an agreement has been 
made by the two schools for MSU to pay 
$100,000 to help with operations and 
maintenance costs at the facility through 
July of 2007. The plan is for MSU to 
assume all operations costs after that 
date, Conley said. He said UK currently 
is paying $600,000 to $700,000 a year 
to operate and maintain the facility, in- 
cluding all utility and maintenance costs. 

Part of the agreement is that the 
county library will continue to occupy 
the ground level of the building, Conley 
said, and MSU will continue to pay for 
its maintenance and utilities as UK has 
in the past. 

Conley said the two universities 
would continue to work together at the 



center. 

In other business, court members 
adopted a resolution pertaining to county 
bridge projects, on which Conley said 
bidding would begin Aug. 29. 

“We received $1 million in Novem- 
ber through U.S. Senator Mitch 
McConnell for the bridge projects,” 
Conley said. “We just signed agreements 
to start the projects. The first four 
bridges will be bid on Aug. 29; the sec- 
ond four on Sept. 19; the third four in 
early October; and the remainder in late 
October.” 

Bids will be awarded during the Sep- 
tember fiscal court meeting, Conley said. 

The court also adopted a resolution 
to upgrade the Morgan County Commu- 
nity/Convention Center, and to approve 
the bid advertisement, as well as pay in- 
voices upon receipt of funding. 

“We received $100,000 from state 
office of local development to fix the 
building’s entry doors,” Conley said. 
“We will also replace the current heat- 
ing and airconditioning system, and add 
heating and airconditioning to the gym. 
The rest of the money will be used to 
clean exterior of the stone building.” 

A motion was also made to close the 
2006 Forage Improvement Grant and 
return the unused balance of $3 1 ,6 14.52 
to the Morgan County General Agricul- 
tural Development Fund. 

“This allows us to request the return 
of the same amount of money for a new 
program listed on the Morgan County

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RAILROADS 



An interesting “tidbit” from 
the Internet, compliments of a 
friend in Nancy, Ky.: 

Does the statement, “We’ve 
always done it that way” ring any 
bells? 

The U.S. standard railroad 
gauge (distance between the 
rails)) is 4 feet, 8.5 inches. That’s 
an exceedingly odd number. Why 
was that gauge used? 

Because that’s the way they 
built them in England, and En- 
glish expatriates built the U.S. 
railroads. 

Why did the English build 
them like that? 

Because the first rail lines 
were built by the same people 
who built the pre-railroad tram- 
ways, and that’s the gauge they 
used. 

Why did they use that gauge 
then? 

Because the people who built 
the tramways used the same jigs 
and tools that they used for build- 
ing wagons, which used that 
wheel spacing. 

Okay! Why did the wagons 
have that particular odd wheel 
spacing? 

Well, if they tried to use any 
other spacing, the wagon wheels 
would break on some of the old, 
long distance roads in England, 
because that was the spacing of 
the wheel ruts. 

So why build those old rutted 
roads? 

Imperial Rome built the first 
long distance roads in Europe 
(and England) for their legions. 
The roads have been used ever 
since. 

And the ruts in the roads? 

Roman war chariots formed 
the initial ruts, which everyone 
else had to match for fear of de- 
stroying their wagon wheels. 



Since the chariots were made 
in Imperial Rome, they were all 
alike in the matter of wheel spac- 
ing. 

The United States standard 
railroad gauge of 4 feet, 8.5 
inches is derived from the origi- 
nal specifications for an imperial 
Roman war chariot. And bureau- 
cracies live forever. 

So the next time you are 
handed a specification and won- 
der what horse’s ass came up with 
it, you may be exactly right, be- 
cause the Imperial Roman army 
chariots were made just wide 
enough to accommodate the back 
ends of two war horses ! 

Now, the twist to the story. 

When you see a Space Shuttle 
sitting on the launch pad, there are 
two big booster rockets attached 
to the sides of the main fuel tank. 
These are solid rocket boosters, 
or SRBs. 

The SRBs are made by 
Thiokol at their factory in Utah. 
The engineers who designed the 
SRBs would have preferred to 
make them a bit fatter, but the 
SRBs had to be shipped by train 
from the factory to the launch site. 
The railroad line from the factory 
happens to run through a tunnel 
in the mountains. 

The SRBs had to fit through 
that tunnel. 

The tunnel is slightly wider 
than the railroad track, and the 
railroad track, as you now know, 
is about as wide as two horses’ 
behinds. 

So, a major Space Shuttle de- 
sign feature of what is arguably 
the world’s most advanced trans- 
portation system was determined 
over two thousand years ago by 
the width of a horse’s butt. 

And you thought being a 
horse’s butt wasn’t important! 



- Agree or Not - 

Caucus Committee Uproar

A little-noticed law passed by 
the General Assembly in 2005 is 
getting some much-needed pub- 
lic attention. 

The law created caucus com- 
mittees for Republicans and 
Democrats in the house and sen- 
ate with the ability to raise funds 
to finance legislative candidates’ 
campaigns. Those caucus com- 
mittees now are permitted to act 
like political parties and give un- 
limited amounts of money candi- 
dates for the General Assembly. 

That alone should have raised 
all sorts of alarms long before 
now. It opens up all kinds of op- 
portunities for abuse. 

The caucus committees give 
enormous power and influence to 
the party leaders in each legisla- 
tive chamber who will be respon- 
sible for deciding which candi- 
dates get money and how much. 
A senator or representative, 
whether an incumbent or new 
member, elected with the consid- 
erable financial help of those 
party leaders is automatically be- 
holden to them and unlikely to 
challenge those leaders on key 
party issues or on the election of 
new leaders. 

The power to give large sums 
of campaign funds also is the 
power to withhold those sums, so 
the mere existence of the commit- 
tee and their large cash accounts 
acts as a deterrent for incumbents 
who might vote independently of 
their leaders. 

And incumbents who are 
backed with the considerable re- 
sources of the caucus committees 
are far less likely to face serious 
challenges when it comes to re- 
election. With legislative cam- 
paigns now routinely costing six 
figures, a potential challenger to 
an incumbent legislator will have 
to be personally wealthy to begin 
matching the spending potential 
of an incumbent supported by the 
party’s caucus committee. 

A belated effort to limit the 
power of the committees is com- 
ing from an unusual source - the 
Republican party. 

Republican Party Attorney 
Spencer Noe has asked the Leg- 
islative Ethics Commission to

rule that the caucus committees 
are limited in the same way as po- 
litical action committees, which 
are prohibited from giving more 
than $ 1 ,000 a year to a candidate. 

“We think that it (the caucus 
committee law) creates, basically 
a little fiefdom for either the sen- 
ate leadership or the house lead- 
ership,” Noe told the Ethics Com- 
mission recently. 

He is absolutely right, of 
course. 

The financial figures of the 
caucus committees - especially in 
the house - reveals why Repub- 
licans instead of Democrats are 
trying to limit the committees’ 
influence. 

The house Democrats’ com- 
mittee had a balance of $235,000. 
The house Republican commit- 
tee, on the other hand, had about 
$22,500. In the senate, the gulf 
between cash balances was not 
pronounced, as senate Republi- 
cans had $97,000 and Senate 
Democrats at $42,000. 

With 10 times as much cam- 
paign money to spend, house 
Democrats are in a better position 
to keep control in the November 
elections and counter Republican 
efforts to get control of both 
chambers of the General Assem- 
bly. 

Of course, if the financial pic- 
ture were reversed, a Democratic 
party attorney would be asking 
the Ethics Commission for limits 
using the very same arguments. 

The problem is that no one is 
certain whether the commission 
is even in a position to impose 
limits on the caucus committees. 
Almost certainly, the law creat- 
ing he committees is headed to 
court for a determination, and in 
the meantime, Republican and 
Democratic legislative leaders 
will be collecting large sums of 
money to hand out to candidates 
of their choosing. 

On the Chinese water torture 
front, Republican Secretary of 
State Trey Grayson caused a sen- 
sation at the Fancy Farm Picnic 
by saying he is thinking of chal- 
lenging Gov. Ernie Fletcher in 
next year’s Republican guberna- 
torial primary. 

Although elected indepen- 
dently of Fletcher, Grayson none- 
theless is a member of this admin- 
istration and thus the second to 
bail out on Fletcher. The first, of 
course, was Lt. Gov. Steve Pence. 
Wonder where agricultural com- 
missioner Ritchie Farmer stands 
these days? 

And the bumbling amateurs 
around Fletcher wasted no time 
in trying to undermine a 
fundraiser scheduled for Grayson. 
It was a fundraiser for Grayson’s 
re-election as secretary of state, 
not for governor.

gram for the past three years,” 
Gold said. “The board will pay 
fees for teachers to attend general 
sessions at the karate studio. This 
complements the recent snack 
choice changes in the schools.” 

Members also designated Ad- 
missions and Releases Commit- 
tee (ARC) chairpersons. 

“This program is for special 
education students,” Gold said. 
“The committee generally con- 
sists of the district director of spe- 
cial education, principals and 
counselors, who develop indi- 
vidual education plans for special 
education students.” 

Gold also said a shortened 
school day request of 9 a.m.-l 
p.m. was approved for a Morgan 
County Middle School special 
education student. 

The board will also provide 
physical therapy services to dis- 
abled students through Morgan 
County ARH. 

“We have developed a contract 
with ARH based on an hourly 
rate,” Gold said. “We will send 
students for therapy as needed, 
and we will pay for services as 
we send students.” 

Other programs for disabled 
students include orientation and 
mobility services, which is rec- 
ommended by ARC for visually 
impaired students. 

Board members approved the 
MCMS Site-Based Decision 
Making Council’s request to carry 
over funds. 

“We can allow SBDM coun- 
cils to carry over funds if they tell 
us what they plan to use the funds 
for,” Gold said. “This money will 
be used to purchase tables, mate- 
rials and some computer equip- 



ment. MCMS also plans to add 
another computer lab.” 

Gold also said the board ap- 
proved MCMS’s request for Sec- 
tion 7 funds, which will be used 
to finance the school’s in-school 
suspension program. 

Morgan County High School’s 
data application was also ap- 
proved. 

“This application is for Data 
Seam, a company which provides 
computers for schools,” Gold 
said. “They are also part of the 
University of Louisville’s cancer 
research program.” 

In addition, board members 
approved Wrigley Elementary 
School’s PRIDE grant request for 
$4,950 to build a greenhouse. 

The board also declared obso- 
lete computer equipment as sur- 
plus, and accepted a $1,000 bid 
from Jeff Ellsworth for a surplus 
school bus. 

Gold said board members also 
granted permision to the finance 
department for out of state travel 
to Chicago’s MUNIS conference 
in October. 

Before adjournment, board 
members entered into executive 
session to discuss two personnel 
issues regarding former employ- 
ees.

initial investment from the sale 
price, plus the accrued interest 
(which is not chicken feed at a rate 
of 12% per annum), plus legal ex- 
penses. 

The upside is that the county’s 
tax claim is satisfied. 

Though considered by many 
taxpayers and county officials as 
predatory and heartless, the in- 
vestment in tax liens by specula- 
tors is entirely legal. Another up- 
side, according to Herald-Leader 
reporter Muller, is that as prop- 
erty owners become aware of the 
practice, tax delinquencies tend to 
go down and state and local gov- 
ernmental bodies have more tax 
money to provide needed ser- 
vices. 

To date, no activity has been 
noted in Morgan County by com- 
panies investing in tax liens. PVA 
Darrell Bradley said that probably 
is due in part to the fact that, un- 
like some Eastern Kentucky 
counties where property tax de- 
linquencies average as high as 
9.5% or more each year, Morgan 
County’s delinquency rate aver- 
ages around 5% — about average 
for most Kentucky counties. 

Bradley said it probably is also 
due to the fact that owners of 
prime property in Morgan keep 
their taxes paid. And, said County 
Surveyor Joe Curd, rural counties 
such as Morgan, are not particu- 
larly attractive to investors be- 
cause unpaid tax bills here are 
most often for small amounts on 
properties that are usually situated 
off the main roadways with un- 
proven sale values. 

Another reason, Bradley said, 
is that County Attorney Steve 
O’Connor has done a good job 
pursuing tax delinquencies for the 
county. 

In between his other duties, 
which include prosecuting district 
court cases, collecting child sup- 
port, jail bills, etc., O’Connor de- 
votes a good deal of time to help- 
ing the county collect taxes. His 
efforts include serving notices to 
delinquent tax payers reminding 
them of the consequences of not 
paying their taxes, following up 
on the notices, and helping delin- 
quent taxpayers make arrange- 
ments to pay their bills to avoid 
the danger of losing their prop- 
erty.

Agricultural Council’s priority 
list,” Conley said. “It also autho- 
rizes me to execute any legal 
documents relating to receiving 
funds from the Kentucky Agricul- 
tural Development Board.” 

Conley also said court mem- 
bers approved the county share of 
the costs for taxiway and apron 
maintenance at the West Liberty/ 
Morgan County Airport. 

“The county is paying for 1.25 
percent of what work has been 
done at the airport,” Conley said. 
“That percentage amounts to 
$1,054.93; this is a $150,000 
project.” 

The court also made a motion 
to repair a hole beside the county 
road accessing Ronald Keeton’s 
property on Ferguson Branch off 
Highway 437. 

“We put in a new bridge in that 
area,” Conley said. “This hole had 
to be fixed so Ronald Keeton can 
access his property.” 

Conley said the court also 
voted to add a culvert to Annie 
Robbins Road. 

“This will provide entrance to 
the road from the county road,” 
Conley said. “This is also routine 
work that must be done to im- 
prove the road.” 

Magistrates approved pay- 
ment for the Property Valuation 
Administrator’s (PVA) auto in- 
surance, which the PVA will re- 
imburse upon receipt of funding. 

Members also agreed to allow 
Morgan County Sheriff Mickey 
Whitt to bill the county monthly 
for $0.75 per hour worked by 
each court bailiff.

Social Security And 
Disability Programs 

By Bernard O’Nan 

Here is a quick run-down on 
how different government and 
private insurance programs may 
affect Social Security disability 
eligibility. 

First, Social Security provides 
disability insurance to insured 
workers for total disability - no 
benefits are payable for partial 
disability or short-term disability. 
To be considered disabled (1) you 



must be unable to do any work 
and (2) your disability must be 
expected to last for at least one 
year or to result in death. 

Other private and public dis- 
ability insurance programs may 
provide disability benefits for in- 
juries or illnesses that last only for 
a short time, or for partial disabil- 
ity. If someone should meet the 
criteria for both Social Security 
and other disability benefit pro- 
grams, this is what the law states: 

• Disability payments from 
private insurance plans do not af- 
fect your Social Security disabil- 
ity benefits. 

• Also, if you receive Social 
Security disability benefits and 
Veterans Administration benefits, 
your Social Security benefit will 
not be reduced.

Workers’ com- 
pensation benefits are paid to a 
worker because of a job-related 
injury or illness. They may be paid 
by federal or state workers’ com- 
pensation agencies, employers or 
by insurance companies on behalf 
of employers. 

Other public disability pay- 
ments that may affect your So- 
cial Security benefits are those 
paid by a federal, state or local 
government and are for disabling 
medical conditions that are not 
job-related. Examples are civil 
service disability benefits, state 
temporary disability benefits and 
state or local government retire- 
ment benefits that are based on 
disability. 

If you receive workers’ com- 
pensation or other public disabil- 
ity benefits and Social Security 
disability benefits, generally the 
total amount of these benefits can- 
not exceed 80 percent of your av- 
erage current earnings before you 
became disabled. 

You may want to contact your 
private or state disability insur- 
ance program for more informa- 
tion about how Social Security 
could affect those benefits. For

“But with 212 li- 
censes issued last month, we had 
an excellent donation rate of 67.9 
percent.” 

This percentage is signifi- 
cantly higher than the state aver- 
age of 33.2 percent, which Trust 
for Life Executive Director 
Berkley Scott said was the low- 
est in years. 

The state average before the 
June 2005 license fee increase 
was 42.4 percent.

Opening Day 

Before I write about the open- 
ing at day at Freezer Fresh Dairy, 
let me regress a bit. 

In 1954-55, 1 was stationed on 
Guam in the Marianas Islands. I 
had entered the Air Force in 195 1 , 
during the Korean War, for a four- 
year tour of duty. In 1954 I was 
sent to Guam, an island strategi- 
cally located in the Pacific. In 
fact, is so important to the U.S. 
that it is headquarters for the Pa- 
cific Strategic Air Command. 

Agana Harbor is home of the 
deepest water in the Pacific and 
consequently is a valuable port, 
militarily and commercially. It is 
the capital of Guam, and at the 
time that I was on the island, it 
was a small city of 1 ,600 basically 
Charmorros called Guamanians. 
At the start of World War II, 
Guam was attacked on Dec. 7, 
1941, and captured by the Japa- 
nese four days later. 

In July 1945, the Americans 
liberated the island from the Japa- 
nese. Since that time, Guam has 
been a territory of the United 
States. Anderson Air Force Base, 
where I was stationed, is located 
on the north end of the island. It 
is the largest Air Force Base in 
the Pacific. 

The last year that I was on the 
island, a Dairy Queen was opened 
in Agana. Dairy Queen was es- 
tablished in 1940. After seeing it, 
I knew that was what I wanted to 
do in West Liberty after return- 
ing home. After being discharged, 
I signed up for the “52-20 Club,” 
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Freezer Fresh Dairy, a West Liberty landmark built in 1958 by Lynn Nickell, is almost 50 years old. 



and also did some substitute 
teaching. In 1956, 1 began work- 
ing for the U.S. Postal Service, 
becoming the first rural route car- 
rier for Morgan County. After 
three years at home, the Guam 
Dairy Queen was still on my 
mind. 

In 1958, things began to fall 
into place to build the Freezer 
Fresh. There was a place in 
Ashland that sold soft- serve ma- 
chines and was a restaurant sup-

plier. Also located in Ashland was 
Johnson diary, which could sup- 
ply me with all my diary needs. 
General Sales, also in Ashland, 
could supply me with all the pa- 
per products I needed. The man- 
ager and owner of General Sales 
was a Mr. Fields. He owned the 
small company and it is still in 
existence and delivering to the 
Freezer Fresh Dairy at present. 

Stanley Blair, my father-in- 
law, owned the property next door 
to their father’s house where 
Freezer Fresh is located today. 
(Pack’s Grocery is locate don the 
former site of the Ollie Blair 
house.) They agreed to build a 
building for me and I was to lease 
and install the equipment for the 
business. 

In the summer of 1958, 1 con- 
tracted Frederick & May to build 
a building. I drew a diagram of 
the building for Hiram Williams 
and told him that was the way I 
wanted it. At first, the building 
was very small and had to be ex- 
panded later on. The lot was so 
small, there was not room to drive 
around it. On the east side of the 
building was a deep ravine with 
a branch flowing through it from 
Gallows Hollow. This ravine was 
later filled, allowing a drive 
around like it is today. Over the 
years the building has been added 
onto twice, making it the size it 
is at present. 

After the building was com- 
pleted, I purchased a small soft- 
serve machine that was not any- 
where near large enough for the 
business. The Sweden soft-serve 
machine that I bought was the 
smallest one made, a countertop 
style. What a mistake that was! 

Johnson’s Diary installed a 
freezer for me and I was to buy 
their ice cream mix. (Later, I be- 
gan purchasing mix from Spring 
Grove Dairy.) Bernie Dyer was a 
distributor for Johnson’s and later 
Spring Grove Dairy products. 
Bernie and Jerry Dyer drove the 
delivery truck to deliver my mix. 
Mix was delivered to Freezer 
Fresh each morning in gallon 
glass jugs. Whenever we ran out 
of mix - quite often on Sunday 
afternoons - 1 would have to drive 
to the Dyer farm on Jones Creek 
and pick up more mix from their 
cooler. 

When the building was com- 
pleted, I needed a name for the 
business. General Sales sold a 
coke and milkshake cup, made by 
the Lily Paper Company, with 
“Freezer Fresh” written on each 
cup. This looked like the ideal 
name for my business, so I wrote 
the company (I believe they were 
out of Cincinnati) to get permis- 
sion to use the name. They agreed 
to the request, hence the name 
Freezer Fresh Dairy. It looked like 
I had gone to great expense in 
having the name of my business 
printed on each cup, but in real- 



Freezer Fresh Opens 
With An Advertising Blitz 



An Aug. 8, 1958 ad in The 
Licking Valley Courier read, 
“Open Next Week - Freezer 
Fresh Dairy - 2 Blocks East of 
High School on U.S. 460. 
MILKSHAKES - CONES - 
SUNDAES - FLOATS - RED 
HOTS - COKES - ROOT BEER. 
WATCH FOR OPENING DAY 
SPECIAL!!” 

A September Courier ad read, 
“Eat Lunch or Have a Quick 
Evening Snack - Freezer Fresh 
Dairy - East End -U.S. 460 - Hot 
Dogs & Barbecue Sandwiches - 
Milkshakes - Milk - Cokes - 
Root Beer - Coffee - Quick! 
Tasty! Eat in Car if You Wish.” 
Remember, this was West 
Liberty’s first drive-in, so eating 
in your car was a novelty. 

When the Dairy opened, cone 
prices were $0.05, $0.10 and 
$0.15. Milkshakes were $0.50, 
and sundaes and floats were 
$0.25. Hot dogs were $0.20, and 
footlong hot dogs were $0.50. 

An August ad in the Courier 
welcomed MCHS Homecomers 
with a special $0.25 pint $0.49 
quart of ice cream and listed the 
hours of operation from 9:30 a.m. 
to 9:30 p.m. After a couple of 
months of business, the Dairy was 
making an impact on restaurants 
in town. In October, the Theater 
Restaurant ran an ad advertising 
hamburgers - “Four or more only 
$0.15 each!” 

Opening day was utter chaos! 
I was to have the day off from the 
work as a rural letter carrier, but 
the night before the opening my 
sub was sick and I had to work. 
My only helpers for opening day 
were my sister, Betty Jean, and 
my wife, Leatha Nell. Since I 
could not be there to work until 
about 2 p.m., my mother, 
Gertrude, decided she could help. 
You can imagine what an open- 
ing day it was! None of the three 
new anything about the business 
and I knew very little. Plus, the 
small soft-serve machine I had 
purchased could not freeze the 
mix fast enough. 

At 10 a.m. the business opened 
- and people were lined up ! I was 
afraid there would not be much 
business that first day, so I adver- 
tised a “Buy one ice cream, get 
on free sale,” with handbills all 
over town. Now that was real 
smart! I filled the soft-serve ma- 
chine up before I started to work 
that day and when it ran out of 
mix, no one knew what to do - 
including me. I called back from 
my rural route that morning to see 
how things were going and was 
told the ice cream machine had 
quit working. 

I called Ashland and they 
asked me if the machine had any 
mix in it! You guessed it - it was 
out of mix! When the first 
milkshake was ordered that morn- 
ing, it was placed on the 
milkshake machine and left, and 



ity it was free. 

After arriving at a name, I 
needed a sign for the top of the 
building. Hager Hamilton was 
painting signs at that time and he 
painted a sign for me. Later, Joe 
Nickell made me some signs for 
the building and some for the 
roadside in the shape of a 
milkshake cup with a straw in the 
top. These were placed along the 
entrance roads into West Liberty. 
One of those signs between Dr. 
Spencer’s house and town re- 
mained there for years. When 
“satellite” drive-in signs became 
the rage, I had one put on the 
Dairy. As far as I know it was the 
first one in Eastern Kentucky. It 
was a sign with flashing lights 
around a globe like seen on 
Arnold’s of Happy Days. Later, I 
purchased a plastic sign, like a 
marquee, that was placed on top 
of the building. 



it mixed and mixed and mixed! 
The girls thought it would stop 
mixing when it was ready. Mother 
took a milkshake off the machine 
while it was still mixing, and 
chocolate shake was sprayed all 
over them and the building. 

Our menu was ice cream 
cones, milkshakes and hot dogs 
or “Red Hots” (which I copied 
from Crosley Field, home of the 
Reds.) The small soft- serve ma- 
chine was not freezing the mix 
fast enough to make cones and 
consequently the ice cream was 
running down the cones, but the 
people did not seem to mind. 

Need I say, we learned how to 
run a business in a hurry. For year, 
at family gatherings, we talked 
about the infamous opening day. 

Late the menu began to change 
and barbecue sandwiches were 
added. The barbecue, James 
River brand, was delicious. 
Armour Star brand wieners were 
used, which were all meat at a 
cost of $0.05 cents each. I also 
used Armour’s hot dog sauce. 
With these products, we were 
building a pretty good reputation 
for our hot dogs and barbecue. 
Hamburgers were added a year or 
so later - 1 do not remember. We 
also added a “double-decker” 
hamburger with onion and mus- 
tard. 

Even though we had the sand- 
wich products, ice cream was the 
most popular and most profitable. 
Oh yes, I did purchase a larger 
soft-serve machine. Sunday after- 
noons seemed to be banana split 
time. When Stanley Franklin 
worked for me, I believe we could 
make banana splits as fast as any- 



one. 



First Employees 



I am sorry I do not remember 
all of my employees. There were 
Anna Lee Nickell, Stanley 
Franklin, Philip Nevius, Lanny 
Franklin, Danny Bill Reisch, 
Sandy Stapleton, Stella Stapleton, 
Ollie Vest, Paula Cox, Billy Ed 
Gevedon, Mike Gevedon and oth- 
ers that I may have left out. At 
one time I had Joe Nickell paint 
the employees’ names near the 
top of the front window. Evi- 
dently that window has been re- 
placed over time. 

Budding romances developed 
over those hot dogs and ice cream 
cones! Danny Bill and Sandy 
were later married. Hager 



Hamilton would do electrical 
work for me around the Dairy, 
and at one time he was wiring a 
sign on the roof that Joe Nickell 
had made. While he was work- 
ing on the roof, Alice Ann, his 
daughter, would keep ordering 
hot dogs from Stanley! He would 
write her name (and other “little 
messages”) on the hot dog with 
mustard - now is that not roman- 
tic ! Later on they were also mar- 
ried. 

The first few years, the Dairy 
was open, I closed during the win- 
ter months. We would “soap” the 
windows and with our fingers 
paint, “See You In The Spring.” 
It was an exciting time in the 
spring when Freezer Fresh 
opened. As more sandwiches 
were added and the building en- 
larged to store supplies, we be- 
gan to stay open the year around. 
Until the Ollie Blair house was 
torn down, we used the garage for 
a store room. 

West Liberty had a reputation 
for fine eating places to those 
traveling from Eastern Kentucky 
to Lexington, Frankfort and Lou- 
isville. Over the years there were 
Kentucky Restaurant, Bus Station 
Restaurant, Theater Restaurant, 
Morgan Inn, Elam’s Restaurant 
on the corner and others. Most of 
these restaurants changed hands 
periodically and continued as fine 
eating establishments. 

The Elam Restaurant on the 
corner of Main and Prestonsburg 
was designed like “diners” of the 
1950s. In retrospect, it should 
have been preserved. Various 
people ran this restaurant. Don 
and Myrt Anderson operated it 
before the parkway was built. 
Later, it was operated by Jean 
may, Wanda Trimble and others. 
Of course, the pool rooms over 
the years were known for their 
fish sandwiches. 



Before Mountain Parkway 
was built, all the Eastern Ken- 
tucky traffic came through West 
Liberty. I am sure each of these 
eating establishments would be a 
story in themselves. 



Before the parkway, Memorial 
Day weekend was our busiest 
weekend. In those days, people 
came out of Ohio to visit their kin 
and cemeteries in Eastern Ken- 
tucky. Today, Memorial Day 
seems to have lost its attraction

RAIL FENCES. The rail fence 
was once a common feature of 
Morgan County, as it was 
throughout Appalachia. It accom- 
panied log homes and outbuild- 
ings as an essential element of the 
family farm. 

Several styles were available, 
including the cross-and-rail (an 
upright “X” supporting the ends 
of the rails), the post-and-rail 
(with a fence post having holes — 
bored or chiseled — that held the 
rails’ ends), and others, notably 
the Virginia snake fence. The 
latter’s rails were simply stacked, 
their ends alternating one above 
the other, so that, necessarily, 
they formed a zigzagging line. 

Rail fences — typically having 
sections of four to six rails eleven 
feet long — used up timber. For 
longevity, chestnut was preferred 
(until a blight that began in 1904 
largely claimed the American 
chestnut tree). Fence posts were 
burned from the bottom, the char- 
ring helping to prevent insect 
damage and decay. 

One writer envisioned the 
early rail-fence maker. As he saw 
him in his mind’s eye: 

“He was sizing up just which 
tree was the right one, sharpen- 
ing his saw and ax, notching the 
tree in just the right place, fell- 
ing the chestnut with a crosscut 
saw, splitting the log with a 
broadax and hickory wedge to 
make the rails and, finally, stack- 
ing them in a staggered pile so 
they would stand in spite of the 
family milk cow’s other ideas.” 

So much did this activity seem 
quintessential^ American — an 
expression of hardiness, a can-do 
spirit, and the work ethic — that 
it came to represent Abraham 
Lincoln’s popular image. Called 
the “Rail Splitter,” he was often 
depicted in political cartoons

New School to open

boast 16 classrooms, as well as a 
music room, family resource 
mom, preschool room (with pre- 
school playground), cafeteria and 
office area. 

Other features include a court- 
yard with a small ampitheater, and 
a slightly oversized gymnasium 
designed for elementary school 
students. 

“This school will have many 
new additions,” Gold said. “There 
will be new technology for stu- 
dents and teachers to utilize, in- 
cluding interactive classrooms 
equipped with electronic 
Smartboards, document feeders 
and overhead projectors.” 

Gold said the new technology 
could be funded by the New Mar- 
ket Tax Credit, which promotes 
the installation of new classroom 
technology. Under this plan, 
schools can apply for technology 
funds and repay only half of the 
money after five years. 

“We have requested $400,000 
to equip classrooms through this 
program,” Gold said. “We want 
to put Smartboards in the new 
school, as well as East Valley El- 
ementary School and Ezel El- 
ementary School. There will also 



be a limited number of 
Smartboards in our other 
schools.” 

Gold also said the new school 
will have a geothermal heating 
and airconditioning system. 

“This system is environmen- 
tally friendly,” Gold said. “It is 
also very cost efficient because it 
relies on natural heat.” 

The board also plans to build 
a school north of West Liberty 
along the new section of Route 7 
for the remaining WLES and 
Wrigley students. 

“We are currently looking at 
two to three potential sites,” Gold 
said. “We must be able to ensure 
that all utilities - particularly wa- 
ter - can be made available to the 
site before we can pursue it. Once 
that issue is resolved, we plan 
start on the school as soon as pos- 
sible.” 

Gold said WLES will be reno- 
vated to house the board of edu- 
cation and possibly an alternative 
school when the second new 
school is completed. 

“I am excited about building 
the new schools,” Gold. “These 
projects require a lot of planning 
and work, but I am certain it will 
pay off in the end.”

and very few of present genera- 
tion visit cemeteries. 

Probably the next busiest 
weekend was the first Saturday in 
May - Derby Day. Cars (Buicks 
and Cadillacs) came out of Pike 
County in a steady stream headed 
for Louisville. Also, when UK 
played at home there was an in- 
crease of traffic out of the moun- 
tains. Today, people have forgot- 
ten how important the location of 
West Liberty was on U.S. 460. 
The Mountain Parkway is a mar- 
velous highway and is very im- 
portant to Eastern Kentucky, but 
it sure left West Liberty “high and 
dry.” 

Hula Hoops Come to Town 

Hula hoops came to West Lib- 
erty while I owned Freezer Fresh. 
One Saturday, a man drove up to 
the Dairy with an old car loaded 
with hula hoops. He looked like 
Haney of Green Acres! They were 
tied on top, and stacked in the 
trunk and back seat. I had never 
seen one, but had heard of them. 
He was selling them for $5 and 
told me I could sell them for $10 
each. I was not too sure of the re- 
sale price, but thought I could get 
my money back, so I bought 10 
of them. All 10 of them were gone 
that afternoon at $10 each! After 
the fad had subsided, you could 
not give a hula hoop away. 

The Dairy became the number 
one cruising route for teenagers. 
The route then was around the 
Freezer Fresh, through Main 
Street, turn at the REA and back 
to the Freezer Fresh. This was the 
first cruise kids made when they 
received their driver’s licenses. 

Almost 50 Years Old 
And Still Going Strong 

I kept the Dairy until the fall 
of 1964, when I sold the business 
to James Elam and Glenn Lykins. 
James bought Glenn’s share about 
a year later. He kept the Dairy 
until 1987, when he sold it to Janet 
Franklin. 

The Freezer Fresh is still one 
of the most popular places to eat 
in West Liberty. Janet has contin- 
ued the tradition of the Freezer 
Fresh. It has taken on all drive-in 
competition and still survives - 
come Scott’s Drive-In, Hardees, 
McDonald’s, Subway, Dairy 
Cheer, Food Court, Arnold’s and 
high water! It is truly a West Lib- 
erty tradition. 

Theories on why 
adults sexually

Some clinicians disagree 
with this theory and we will dis- 
cuss their theory in the next ar- 
ticle.

A Breathitt County man who 
spent more than two months on 
the lam will likely spend at least 
the next decade in a federal prison 
cell. 

Eddie Baker Sr., 45, and his 
son, Eddie Baker Jr., 32, pleaded 
guilty in U.S. District Court in 
Lexington to drug-related charges 
stemming from a drug sting op- 
eration of prescription drug pills. 

Federal prosecutors have rec- 
ommended that the elder Baker 
serve 12 years in prison. Federal 
authorities recommended his son, 
Eddie Baker Jr., serve five years. 

Baker originally faced 12 
drug-related charges. He plead 
guilty to four. Eddie Baker Jr., 
who faced 10 drug related 
charges, plead guilty to two. 

The Bakers will be sentenced 
Dec. 4, Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Ron Walker Jr. said. 

On Jan. 19, Baker disappeared 
into the woods near his home af- 
ter Operation UNITE detectives 
tried to serve a search warrant on 
Baker and his son. When police 
pulled into Baker’s driveway, 
they interrupted a drug deal be- 
tween Baker Sr. and another man. 
Baker fled in a truck and was shot 
at by UNITE detectives after he 
tried to run them over, police said. 

Baker spent more than two 
months hiding from authorities in 
the woods near his Strong Branch 
Road home in the Barwick com- 
munity of Breathitt County. He 
eluded authorities for months but 
frequently made himself avail- 
able for media interviews. 

The Vietnam veteran was cap- 
tured March 22 after police saw 
him near a neighbor’s trailer and 
chased him into the woods. When 
he was captured, police found 
more than $16,000 in cash on 
Baker, a gun and prescription 
drug pills - including Percocet, 
Xanax and OxyContin pills. 

Two others who were charged 
with the father and son have also 
pleased guilty to drug related 
charges. Only one defendant, 
Kenneth Ray Noble, has not yet 
pleaded guilty to the charges, ac- 
cording to court records. 

Eddie Baker Sr. was scheduled 
to go on trial next week. 

“It was a package deal with his 
son,” Pillersdorf said. “He only 
received 12 years and his son got 
five years. We thought it was a 
fair compromise.” 

Fred Peters, a lawyer for Eddie 
Baker Jr. said the evidence 
against his client was overwhelm- 
ing: multiple video tapes of him
